ornamental trees in garden and field.

the regard held by our citizens for their 
New Hampshire homes. 


In further promotion of these objects 


we urge the subordinate granges of the 
state to manifest interest and activity in 
Arbor day observance and rficommend 
that at least one meeting in May be de- 
voted to a discussion of the principles 
and teachings of this most worthy event.

THE REWARDS OF LIFE- 


SAVING. 


The life-saving crews of our seacoast 


and groxt lakes are not without a place 
in the hearts of their countrymen. 
In 


every congress eonie legislative cham- 
pion appears to plead for added recog- 
nition of their services to humanity and 
it commerce. 
Daring the present ses- 


sion several bills of this character have 
been introduced in the house. 
From 


these the committee on commerce has 
constructed and reported favorably a 
substitute measure, tho salient point of 
which is an allowance of $70 per month 
on the lakfls and $05 on the coast, in 
place of the prevailing rate of $60 at all 
points. 


This bill cannot justly be opposed by 


any argument for economy in expendi- 
ture. Oar life savers have never toeen 
adequately paid, while the return on the 
investment has probably exceeded that 
of any other depirtment of minor gov- 
ernment service. 
These pickets of the 


deep are experts, every man. Their call- 
ing is one of uninterrupted hardship 
and extreme peril. At the cloae of the 
last fiscal year there were 265 stations, 
including 193 on the Atlantic coast, fif- 
teen on the Pacific, fifty six on the lakes 
and one at the falls of the Ohio, Louis- 
ville. 


Daring the year mentioned these men 


saved SG,261,900 worth of property out 
of a total of §8,104,610 imperiled, and 
rescued 3,903 persons, with a recorded 
loss of only fifty six. These figures are 
exclusive of 294 casualties to small 
craft, like sailboats and 
rowboata, in 


which but seven persons were lost out 
of 671 within range of the crews. 


This great service to human life and 


the salvation to commerce of more than 
six nud a quarter million of dollars cost 
tho government for tho year one and 
half million. Henco it is plain that, 
even if we igiore the element of nation- 
al gratitude to heroism, the proposed 
modest increase is defensible as a more 
business proposition.

Not only i 
weie sure thing games running in many • 
gambling houses, but along the sido\>a!Ls 
of Alain street for several blocks games 
of .-ill kinds were iu full blast. 
In one 


gambling house a short faro game had 
been Hurled and attracted u great deal 
uf uttclitiuii. 


Ii was run by & couple of Frenchmen. 


In i>layiijx short faro the dealer uses a ! 
dealing bus somewhat similar to the j 
li-gulalirn faru box, the difference l/e:u^ 
that the .sides aud ends and top are put 
away until there remains only the frame 
i.f Ijox, exposing the cards from every di- 
rection, with just enough of a frame to • 
hold them in place <-ompactly. In short 
faro the cards are placed in a box backs 
upward instead of face upward, as in 
regular faro. There are no cards pasted 
on the table upon which to place bets. 
In the middle of the table is a glittering 
heap of gold and silver money, with 
greenbacks of all denominations lying 
carelessly around. 


The dealer having carefully 
shuffled 


the cards places them in the box backs 
upward. He then slowly aud with many 
flourishes deals out six cards, placing 
them face downward in n semicircle ou 
the table. 
He then invites beta. 
A 


player can bet on any one of the six 
cards lying face down upon the table, 
and as many as care to do so can play. 


\Vhcn all bets have been made, the 


denier pulls from the box the seventh 
caul and turns it face upward. Then he 
turns up each of the sis cards upon 
which he had invited bets. If the deal- 
er's card is higher than the bettor's card, 
tin- hank wins. 
U the bettor's -card is 


higher than the one turned by the dealer, 
the bettor wins. If, however, there is a 
tie—i. o., the dealer turns the same card 
that the bettor bad placed his money on— 
tho bank wins. 
But in such n case tho 


player has tho option of losing his money, 
or he can have another chance the next 
hand around if he will double his bot. 
This process can be continued as long 
as the bettor is willing to double his 
stakes. It he wins, he gets paid in fall; 
if he loses, the bank gets all. 


It is this option of doubling a bet to 


snve a loss that fascinates players of 
short faro. Of course, professional gam- 
blers did not play short faro, because it 
was known as a crooked game. 
The 


dealer, in placing the first six cards upon 
tho table, does it with many flourishes 
and in such a way as to enable a playor 
to see just what each card is before it 
lies face down upon the table. 
If the 


game \vas to be played on the square, the 
odds would bo against the bank 0 to 1. 
But it i« played with fixed cards, and the 
dealer is able to hold in the box and on 
tho top of; the deck all of the high cards, 
so that he can at any time beat or tie 
u playor v, ho t,ooiub to have: money. Cap- 
pers are always used, aud when a stran- 
ger appears they play and win large 
sums, which they turn iu afterward. 
\Yhon n oiuu is playing high, doubling his 
bet oacll time, it is possible for a man 
making small bets on other cards to win 
with case. The high player may be on 
u comparatively low card, and the dealer, 
in order to tie him and make him double 
his stakes, will have to turn 
I ho same 


caul, so that all the small playor has to 
do is lo watch for an ace or a king, place 
his hot upon it and pick up his money 
each time the cards are turned. 


It was while playing at this gauip that 


Dave King lost his life iu Juno, 1S87. 
King bud been living iu the milling camps 
of Mtu-ysvillo and Wickes for a couple of 
years. Ho was one ot the bost gamblers 
in the west. He looked, however, like a 
typical minor as, wearing a soft, gray 
hat, blue flannel shirt, trousers tucked 
in his boots, he strolled iu whore this 
short faio game was being played. He 
was spotted at once, aud tho cappers be- 
gan to play for big stakes. After watch- 
ing tho game for u few minutes King bn- 
gan to play, placing ?1 bills rolled into a 
bull on tho cards, lie won almobt every 
time and always called for his pay in 
bills. 
Now, however, another playor at 


the opposite oud of tho table hud begun 
to double his stakes, and tho dealer was 
giving his attention to the high bettor. 
King didn't get excited, but continued 
to make au occasional bet, always with 
a $1 bill rolled into a wad. 
The dealer 


in paying would pick un a $1 bill and 
pass it across to King. This had been 
going on for perhaps half on hour when 
the dealer again tobsbd a SI bill lo King 
in puvniont, ub the dealer thought of a 
$1 hot. 


"Come again," said King to the dealer. 


"Look at that bet." 


Tho dealer, a Might built, black eyed, 


nervous Frenchman, loaned over aud un- 
rolled King's bet. 
As ho did so ho saw 


that ho had boon tricked. A crisp, yel- 
low -Sl.OOO note rolled out of the dirty 
$1 bill. King had won $1,001. The doui- 
er was w h i t e with rage. There was no 
limit lo tho came, and King had won 
fairly. Tho dealer. Instead of paying the 
bet. loaned back in his chair, reached his 
hand under the table mid sprang forward 
aud over the table, 
hi his right hand 


gleamed a lung stilotto. 
hi an instant 


he had buiied it in King's nock, pulled it 
out and buried il again. 


The place was in an uproar in an in- 


ftKiil. 
The visitors broke for the dour, 


und the C'lppors and bouncers pulled t'.ioir 
guns and jumped upon King. 
He was 


harmless, however, for the Frenchman's 
aim had boon true. He had killed King 
fith the first stab. 


There was a great to do about this 


.nine. The Fieuchuian managed to get 
out of town and was never caught, and it 
was given out by the owners of the gam- 
bling house that King had been killed (u 
« row of hii oun making. 15ut the short 
fuio gamo was closed and never reopen- 
ed. Shortly nftorwnid an uiuignmblint; 
law was jmsM'd in Montana, and all

RAGE TO MASTERS.

Human nature was always weak, and 


the miseries of the stowaway are many. 
If the average"sailor had his way, every 
ship coming and going would be filled 
with uninvited and penniless passengers, 
ami even spring beds would be provided 
lor their comfort. There is. of course, a 
reason, well founded or otherwise, for 
this. 
The average tar firmly believes 


that disaster cannot- overtake a vessel 
which has a stowaway on board. 


There are any number of reasons for 


the fact that sailors consider a ship with 
a stowaway on it to be perfectly safe. 
One authority on marine superstitions 
says that * stowaway who was discover- 
ed on a ship before she sailed was 
promptly put ashore by the officers. \Vhen 
he got on the pier, he shook his fist sav- 
agely and said: 


•'I'm glad you've turned me off your 


rotten old tub! Neither she iior you will 
live to see Christinas day, while I shall." 


This ship never turned up, according to 


the lore of the beach combers, and from 
that day to this a stowaway is always 
lucky aboard ship. That the officers of 
the majority of ships do not share with 
the tars in this common belief may be 
judged from the tough experience of some 
of these impecunious tourists. The Amer- 
ican immigration Authorities view a stow- 
away in muth the same light that a pau- 
per immigrant is considered. It is man- 
datory on the master of a ship bringing 
a stowaway to the United States that 
be, as the first agent of the owners, be 
personally responsible under the penalty 
of a heavy fine foe the stowaway's de- 
portation. This law is not calculated to 
put the master mariner iu a happy frame 
of mind, and he treats the unbidden pas- 
senger as he thinks he should be treated. 
There is no doubt that some have re- 
ceived very severe handling from irate 
skippers, and it is even hinted that stow- 
aways caught on board have been brutal- 
ly beaten, put in irons and flung over- 
board at night in midocean. 


Countless numbers of stowaways have 


died in their attempts to cross the ocean. 
The average steamer has many dark 
holes in her big interior, and, notwith- 
standing the fact that a ship seldom 
leaves port without a search being made 
to see that no unauthorized person is on 
board, many succeed in eluding detec- 
tion. It is only a few years since one of 
the regular liners arrived here with the 
dead body of a stowaway in her hold. 
He had rapped and hammered on tho 
ship's hatch without avail when the ship 
was outside sight of land and had starved 
to death. 


In another instance a man hid himself 


!n a chain locker, and when the anchor 
was hove v.p he was crushed to death, 
the noise of the steam winch and the rat 
tling of the chain drowning his cries. 
The British steamer Maroa arrived in 
Penarth Roads some years ago with tho 
body of an unknown man whiuh was 
found in the bunker hold. It is sup- 
posed the nnan surreptitiously got on 
board at Havre. A mau was found dead 
under the main hatch of one of the JCa- 
tional line steamers on her arrival here, 
It was shown that he died of starvation 
and suffocation. 
In one of his pockets 


was found a novel entitled "Doomed on 
the Deep." Stil! another case is that of 
a man who hid himself iu the forepeak of 
a steamer bound to London. 
While she 


was proceeding up the Thames river she 
was run into by another steamer and was 
cut out to her collision bulkhead. 
The 


stowaway was crushed to death. 


Many 
women 
have stolon passage 


across the ocean. 
When the Dominion 


liner Mariposa was totally wrecked in 
the strait of Belle Isle, in September, 
1S95, tbe Allan line steamer Austrian 
came along to rescue the passengers and 
crew. In making a roster and searching 
the ship two women' stowaways wen 
found. 
The Pacific steamer Monowai 


on a trip to Sydney from San Francisco 
ran into a storm the first day out. As 
her master. Captain Cai'ey, was descend 
ing fi-om the bridge to go to breakfast an 
11-year-old girl as pale as a ghost and 
dreadfully seasick approached him. 


"I know I have no right here," she said 


to the skipper, "but 1 want to go to my 
mother, who is in Australia, and I am 
willing to work for my fare." 


The givl gave her name as Rebecca 


Levy aud told the captain a straightfor- 
ward story. 
She said that her father 


had failed in business iu San Francisco 
aud had sent his wife and two smaller 
children back to their home in Melbourne. 
He died after that, and she had slipped 
aboard the ship to got home to her wid- 
owed mother. 
The law compelled the 


captain to enter the fact in the logbook, 
and when the other passengers heard ot 
this they raised a purse for her fare. 
This thoy gave to the captain. 
Ho sent 


for the little girl when the ship reached 
Sydney and handed her the money thtvt 
the passengers had subscribed, sajing as 
ho did so: 


"If the British board ot trade or any- 


body else wants to find fault because yon 
came as n stowaway aboard this ship, lot 
them find fault with me. I've got a little 
'girl of my own, and she doesn't cry when 
she gets money cither, Goodby, aud God 
bless you!" 


When the passengers cheered him as 


they were coin if ashore. Captain Carey 
turned to them and said: "You mustn't 
think I would not fiog a full grown stow- 
away. 
I would. 
That isn't troubling 


rue, though. I'm thinking of section 313 
of the merchant shipping net.

In nine cases out of every ten the 


stowaway bat outside aid in secreting 
hir.isolf on board a ship. But he Is loyal 
to his host, and there arc few 
whore he has betrayed him.

bear a resemblance to the bird «.reat:on 
iu the possession of a muscular gizzard- 
ike stomach. One feature o£ the edea- 
ates is thai they all have some peculiar- 
ly in the covering of the boJy. The ar- 
madillo. for instance, has a shell of ar- 
uior. the pangolin a scries of shhiglelike 
scales, the aard vark. native to the Trans- 
aal. a piglike skin, scantily covered with 
hair, and. lastly, the aut eatc-r. with a 
bushy tail and the body plentifully cov- 
ered with hair. 


The ant eater is in many ways unlike 


other animals. 
The most striking dis- 


similarity is in its mouth, which does not 
open and shut with an np and down 
movement of the lower jaw, as that of 
all other quadrupeds, hut it is a mere ap- 
erture, opening only enough to admit of 
the passage of the foot long, whiplike 
jngue. 
In captivity the ant eater is fed on 


bread and milk. In its native haunts, 
the forests of South America, it feeds 
exclusively on termites, or, as they are 
commonly called, white ants. These ter- 
mites abound in the wilds of tropical 
America, and the ant eater tears open 
with its sharp fore claws their conical 
mud nests and with its' slender tongue 
licks np the inmates out of every nook 
and crevice. 


The ant eater has a queer way of walk- 


ing. It is the manner in which it uses 
its fore limbs. 
The claws of its fore

ROUSSEAU AND HIS LINEN. 


An Amncintc Document on a. Theft 


From the Philosopher. 


Among old police papers in the Bastille 


a curious interesting document has been 
discovered. It contains detailed infor- 
mation about the wardrobe of Jean 
Jacques Rousseau in the year 1730. The 
manuscript is not signed, but is undoubt- 
edly in the handwriting of the philoso- 
pher himself. This entertaining "laundry 
libt" has beeo reproduced in facsimile in 
the Revue d'Histoire Litteraire de la 
France. It relates to a theft that was 
committed on Christmas evening, 1730, in 
Rousseau's dwelling. It touched him at 
a tender point—that is to say, the thief 
found a particular attraction iu Rous- 
seau's linen, for which the latter, as ap- 
pears in his "Confessions," had a special 
predilection. It was spread out on a ta- 
ble, 
fresh from the laundry, in a room 


where the thief gained an entrance, and, 
according to Rousseau's own account, 
there were missing "42 shirts of very fiue 
liaeu that constituted the foundation of 
my wardrobe." The detailed description 
by Rousseau of the stolen garments 
which appears in the newly fonud report 
makes his grief comprehensible. It in- 
cludes the following: 


''Twenty-two "everyday shirts of vari- 


ous kinds of linen, half Dutch, Guibert 
and other similar sorts. Trimmed, some 
with muslin of one color, some with tiord. 
Some very pretty embroidered trimmings 
are a little worn. AH the shirts have the 
letter It in blue on the right side. The 
sleeves are small, as for a very slender 
arm. 
Second, abont a dozen cellars; 


some old and unmarked have three but- 
tonholes on one side; the other, newer, 
have four and on the reverse a blue R. 
Thud, nine caps trimmed with rather 
coatue muslin discolored by the perspira- 
tion ot the head, marked on top with a 
blue R. 
Fourth, four pocket handker- 


chiefs, one white and one of blue and 
while striped linen marked in tue corner 
with a blue R. 
Firth, a pair of liucn 


stockings." 


Tho theft seems to have had a moral 


effect upon him. He writes of it in the 
"Confessions" as follows: "This adven- 
ture took away my passion for fine linen, 
and since then I have never had more 
than three very ordinary shirts, which 
suited the rest of my clothes better."

You march and do as 1 tell you." 


McTague compelled both Gaffney and 


Dooley to march outside the house, threw 
them a pair of handcuffs with his disen- 
gaged hand and compelled them to put 
the handcuffs on themselves. 
Then he 


marched them down to his conveyance 
and took them safely to Deer Lodge. 
Ryan was caught at Glendaie. 


Unfortunately, however, the people who 


had suffered from the depredations of the 
gang were still too terrified to testify 
against them, and all were acquitted. A 
year or two later Gaffuey was shot dead 
iu a Deer Lodge saloon in a barroom dis- 
pute.—Anaconda Standard.

In 
fact, a Japanese resents the gushing atti- 
tude toward the art, the scenery or the 
refined manners of his country, because 
he is aware that these are really not the 
objects of national worship in occidental 
countries. 
The fundamental desires for 


equality stir him more than any other 
ideal virtue or power. — International 
Magazine.

try to imitate, rather unsuccessfully, the 
pronunciation of second class Engl&h- 
Hien. You may say "dabdo" and "dahm-e" 
and "Frahnce," but you must not say 
"cahrful" or "dahrseut." both of which 
last are good Mayflower "a's." "Falm- 
cy" is good form, and "gahs" is quite el- 
egant, but as yet you are not expected to 
call a rat a "raht" or a cat a "c-abt." 


Vowels vary as much as human faces 


do, which run fiom the merest sketches 
of featmes to the pronounced jaw and 
retreating forehead of the baboon. The 
agrueablenes.s of the sound depends on 
the overtones or quality of the voice. 
The broad a is a pleusaut sound, but it 
will not disguise the defect of a thin and 
high pitched voice. 
We have known 


young women who could utter the "uou" 
sound, the most disagreeable in human 
speech, because nearest the oiiginal snarl 
of our respected ancestor, the anthropoid 
ape, in such a tone as to be irresistibly 
attractive, and the broad a, combined 
with a defective articulation, is some- 
times the very caricature of human 
speech. The broad a is apt to become 
still further flattened into aw, so that 
dahnce and Frahuce become "'davvnce" 
and "Frawnce." 
The speech of many 


Englishmen is thus degenerated into a 
succession of unintelligible throaty "aw" 
sounds, in which John becomes "Jawhu," 
and nothing becomes "nawthiug1' at tbe 
same time that past becomes "pawst." 
We are informed, however, that in hunt- 
ing circles a fox is never alluded to. If 
you wish to show tbat you belong to the 
inner ring of fashionables who hunt the 
bag of odoriferous seed in Long Island, 
you must say "fawks hunting." Our in- 
formation on this point is explicit, but we 
do not vouch for its accuracy, as there is 
nothing in which people are more apt to 
ieceive themselves than in the sound of 
o wels. 
Except in a few words, where it be- 


ongs, the broad or Italian sound of a i.< 
ot American. Its use is an imitation 01 
English or Scotch pronunciation, and the 
>ersou who imitates foreigners indicates 
hat he or she is ashamed of his or her 
areuts. There may be reason for this, 
ut it is bad taste to make it evident. 
..et "our speech be yea, yea, and'nay, 
nay," and not "yaw, yaw," and "naw, 
iaw." There are plenty of good points 
u the English for us to imitate without 
licking up the degeneracies iu their pro- 
nunciation.—Hartford Times.

Diamond splitting aud diamond cutting 


look somewhat alike, as the to^ols are 
very similar, but iu reality tho process is 
not the saina, the groat difference being 
that pressure is used in the tirst instance 
always on the same spot, with the idea 
of causing the diamond 
to split into 


two stones, while in the other case it ia 
used equally on every part of the dia- 
mond in order to give it simply a round 
shape. To gain this roundness is, there- 
fore, the oue leading idea of diamond cut- 
ting. As the diamonds are cut a fine dust 
falls from them iuto a wooden box on the 
table, aud this powder is most carefully 
preserved, us it is used largely in dia- 
mond polishing when mixed with oil. 


All the diamonds to be cut are given to 


the women in small packets, each hav- 
ing the number and size of the diamonds 
it contains written plainly on the outside. 
After having once received these packets 
the women ait responsible for their con- 
tents. 


The work of diamond r.-'dtting is partic 


i/Tarly hard and very trying to the eyes, 
as sonic of the diamonds are so small 
thnt SOU of them only weigh one curat! 
The time that a diamond takes to cut de- 
pends very much on its size. A large one 
weighing ten carats usually takes from 
three to four hours, while the smaller 
ones take ranch less time. 


The third process, that of diamond 


polishing, is an important nnd lengthy 
one. The skilled workmen sit at kwg. 
narrow tables with their backs to thu 
windows, having in front of them the 
small iron wheels which revolve with 
such terrible rapidity when set in motion 
by the great engine.. Facing the windows 
stand apprentices and lo^s skilled work- 
men, whose work it ia to receive! the dia- 
monds from the cutting rooms and solder 
them (by ;ii<l of the gas jet) into the top 
of small pear shaped tools of various 
sizes, these tools being composed of lead 
and tin. The diamond tipped tools then 
pass into the hands of the skilled work- 
men, 
who. before fastening them firmly 


into frames which stand in close proximi- 
ty to the wheels, dip each diamond into a 
mixture of oil and diamond dust. This is 
a most important part of the process, for 
by means of these grains of dust the pol- 
ishing is done, four of these tools con- 
taining uinuior.ds are then placed in posi- 
tion near the wheel (four can b« polished 
at r-("co). nnd with a quick movement of 
the rjnd the iron disks are set in motion. 
The wheels revolve 1.500 times a minute., 
nnd the diamond is polished on one par- 
ticular side by moans of the constant 
friction ou it of the grains of diamond 
dust. 


As the object of diamond cutting is 


simply to make the stone "n round one, so j 
Ihe object of diamond polishing is to give 
the diamond the many "sides," to use * 
technical expression, considered necessa- 
ry by the jeweler before it is ready for 
ecu ing.
